1996 NENA MEDAL 



This year’s NENA medal commemorates the fifty-second Conference 
and Convention to be held on August 23 and 24, 1996 at the Royal Plaza 
Hotel in Marlborough, Massachusetts. It also commemorates the 
eightieth anniversary of the Liberty Standing Quarter. 

The Liberty Standing quarter was issued from 1916 to 1930, one of the 
shortest design lifetimes in United States coinage. It was designed by 
Hermon A. MacNeil, a native of Chelsea, Massachusetts and a graduate 
of the Massachusetts State Normal Art School in 1886. The Type I 
design, upon which our medal is based, was modified in early 1917 to 
encase Miss Liberty in a coat of armor! The sprig of pine in her right hand 
honors this year’s sponsor state of Maine while the shield bears the pine 
tree and cross arms of New England. The six stars represent the states 
of New England. 

Sets of three medals (fine silver, pewter, antiqued bronze) and individual 
medals were made available to NENA members by pre-order to reserve 
medals and sets in advance of the convention. Sets are priced at $54, 
fine silver at $29, pewter at $13, and bronze at $10.

MINUTES OF THE MARCH 9 NENA BOARD MEETING 


The regular meeting of the New England Numismatic Association Board 
of Directors convened at 10:07 AM Saturday 9 March 1996 in the 
Sterling Room of the Royal Plaza Hotel in Marlborough, Massachusetts, 
with President Robert Fritsch in the chair. The vice president and the 
treasurer were present. The following Board of Directors members were 
absent and excused: Barrett, Dean, Ferreri, Gentile, Bill Johnson, Al and 
Barbara Jones, Kittredge, MacLean, Melick, and Rolston. Guest George 
Bilodeau of the Worcester Coin Club was present. 

The minutes of the 11 January 1996 meeting were read and approved. 
It was noted that there is a need for an assistant legal advisor. The 
treasurer's report was read, discussed, and voted. Treasurer Bob 
Anderson was congratulated on being named as vice president of the 
Collectors Club of Boston. Condolences were offered to Sylvia Johnson 
on the death of her husband. Sylvia was belatedly presented with her 
Directors medal by President Robert Fritsch. 

Correspondence: A letter from Art Kay in California including the 
program from the San Jose Coin Club was read. Art Kay was again 
enthusiastic about NENA and pointed out that his ad in the San Jose Coin 
Club program announcing the NENA Coin show received second billing. 
A postcard from Geoff Dean, who was in Florida, was read. 
Announcement from ANA concerning treasure hunt suggestions was 
read. ANA sent “Money in Your Hand” videos and ANA Club News. 
NENA members sent articles to the NUMISMATIST. Jan Dyroff was 
given kudos from the Board for his article in the NUMISMATIST. Action 
Packs from ANA were received. “Ill Inclusive Investments” wants to join 
NENA. NENA will accept membership but NENA does not invest. 
Georgia Numismatic Association has cancelled its state convention. They 
are experiencing trouble over the convention financial losses but may 
resume the conventions in the future. ANA has asked for nominations for 
Club publications. NENA NEWS was entered as well as NNHA NEWS. 

Medals: Chairman Bob Heath passed out a summary of the financial 
situation for 1995 and an inventory of medals in stock. Originals of 
artwork for 1996 were also passed out as well as summaries of possible 
financial actions by the Board. It was voted to have pewter, fine silver and 
bronze in the 1996 and individual medals. Motion was made by Sylvia 
Johnson and seconded by Jack Kiley. It was voted to adopt the 
philosophy in Plan “B” as proposed by Chairman Heath. The costs and 
number of medals are to be worked out by the chairman with silver to cost 
$29, Pewter $13, and Bronze $10. The set is to cost $54. It was voted to 
make the following changes in the medal design: Marlborough is to be 


hyphenated; “NENA" is to be deleted; and Convention is to be 
hyphenated. 

Raffle: Tickets were presented to the Board. 

Auction: Tom Lacey indicated that the auction house opted not to be 
involved in New England ‘96. It was voted not to hold an auction at the 
1996 NENA Convention. 

Advertisement: The question of who will do the convention program book 
for 1996 was tabled to the next meeting. 

Souvenir Sheet: prototype shown, no action taken. 

Exhibit Judging: a committee was appointed by President Fritsch, 
composed of Chairman John Kittredge, Jan Dyroff, Arthur Fitts, and Carl 
Lundquist to research exhibiting problems and to present findings and 
recommendations at the next meeting. Specifically, ;the committee is to 
establish a point system forjudging competitive exhibits. 

Promotional materials for ANA’s “Money Talks" was distributed to state 
directors to be distributed to local clubs with NENA’s backing. 

New Business: Vice President Lundquist was appointed to see that NENA 
has a presence at New England regional shows and events, and to 
ensure that NENA promotional material, including membership 
applications, be available at these events. The vice president will report 
periodically to NENA. It is hoped that NENA members will man (or 
woman) such tables. 

It was voted that NENA NEWS will publish a listing of member club 
shows. Member clubs may, however, buy a paid ad in NENA NEWS. No 
insert flyers will be accepted. This motion was voted with opposition. 

Membership Drive: Tom Lacey proposed a new membership application 
and also the holding of a membership drive. His motion was voted, and 
he presented the new application to the Board. 

(it was voted to extend the length of this meeting by an additional ten 
minutes) 

The president will pursue the possibility of coordinating a NENA ‘97 theme 
with the 200th anniversary of the U.S.S. Constitution and the USS 
Constitution Museum Committee. 


Next meetings of the Board will be on 11 May 1996 and 29 June 1996 
with an alternate date of 22 June 1996. The pre-convention meeting will 
be held on a date in August 1996 to be announced. 

The meeting adjourned at 12:15 p.m.

The regular meeting of the New England Numismatic Association Board 
of Directors convened at 10:07 A.M. Saturday 11 May 1996 in the Sterling 
Room of the Royal Plaza Hotel in Marlborough, Massachusetts, with 
President Robert Fritsch in the chair. The vice president was present. 
The Treasurer was absent and excused. Those Board of Directors 
members were present were Ted Barrett, Sylvia Johnson, Jack Kiley, 
John Kittredge, Jim Rolston, John Ferreri, Bob Heath, Ron Emerson, Ai 
Jones, Barbara Jones, and Dick Lavimodiere. 

The minutes of the Board meeting of 9 March 1996 were read and 
accepted. The Treasurer’s report was read and accepted. President 
Fritsch gave an update on the plans for NENA and the USS Constitution 
Museum Committee to work jointly on a medal commemorating the 200th 
anniversary of the Constitution. A meeting of President Fritsch, Vice 
President Carl Lundquist, and the chairman of the Constitution Committee 
will be held on 30 May to work out the details. 

Membership: 254 dues notices have been mailed out and to date 174 
payments have been returned. 

Updates: Bill Johnson, Convention Speaker Coordinator, has been 
operated on and is doing well. Ken Bressett has been in New Hampshire 
to attend his mother's funeral; condolences have been sent by President 
Fritsch on behalf of NENA. 

Correspondence: Art Kay, from California, has been placing ads in local 
papers touting the August 1996 NENA Convention. PCGS is sponsoring 
a $5,000 essay contest for high school students. Geoff Dean s son is 
graduating from the University of Maine and Geoff will not be present at 
this meeting. Tom and Andrea Lacey report that the 4-H clubs in New 
Hampshire need NENA’s help. Diana Rogers, teachers’ aide from New 
Hampshire, is again using numismatics as a teaching tool and has sent 
thanks to President Fritsch for donated coins. She also sent letters of 




thanks from her students, which were read. John and Mary Mullen are 
attending the christening of their grandchild in Virginia and will not be 
present at this meeting. 

President Fritsch addressed the meeting asking for dedication from 
officers and board members. He will run again if wanted by the 
membership but indicates it is time to start thinking about a new president 
for the future, one perhaps who has business experience. President 
Fritsch classified his tenure as the “cheerleading” phase of NENA but 
warns that perhaps soon we should enter the business emphasis phase. 
President Fritsch appointed Treasurer Bob Anderson as the one-man 
Nominating Committee for the 1996 election of officers. 

NENA Board meeting dates have been set as 22 June 1996 and the pre¬ 
convention meeting of 27 July 1996. 

Medals: the trial piece of the 1995 medal was shown to the Board and it 
was voted to accept the medal as is. 

It was voted to present 50-year members with a silver inscribed NENA 
medal, using the NENA side of the medal. 50-year member Ken Bressett 
will be the first recipient. 

A mini-report on medal sales and those ordered, including extras, was 
accepted by the Board. 

Tom Lacey presented in absentia his preliminary report on the 
convention. It was voted on the recommendation of Tom Lacey that free 
Early Bird passes be sent to each club and to radio and TV stations as a 
means of advertising the convention. 

It was voted to have Board member Al Jones continue as NENA liaison 
with the city of Marlborough and its mayor, and to keep member Art Kay 
informed of activities. 

Raffle: it was voted on the recommendation of Barbara Jones to have 
next year’s raffle prizes significantly increased in value as there have been 
complaints, particularly from dealers. To counteract complaints for this 
year’s convention raffle, Barbara Jones will be given a letter from 
President Fritsch explaining that changes had been made by NENA after 
the printing of the tickets. The change involves a Board decision to 
produce a pewter medal instead of the usual gold-plated one. 

It was moved and seconded to reopen the decision on inserts in the 
NENA NEWS voted at the March meeting on the request of editors John 


and Mary Mullen. The issue is paid club advertising should be at the 
discretion of the NENA NEWS editor. President Fritsch tabled the issue 
until the June 1996 meeting in order to have John and Mary Mullen 
present. 

Postmarks: Jim Rolston will coordinate the postmark this year. It will be 
similar to last year’s postmark. 

Souvenir Sheets: This year’s sheets have been delivered to President 
Fritsch for signature. 

Advertising: NENA needs a volunteer for doing the 1996 Convention 
Program booklet. Ads must be in by 5 July 1996. Al Jones handed out 
City of Marlborough regional promotional material to the Board. This 
packet will be available at the convention, and NENA NEWS will mention 
that the packet will be mailed to those who request it. A packet will be 
presented to Board members at the June 1996 meeting of the Board. 

Exhibits: A motion to reduce exhibit categories to two, competitive and 
non-competitive, was defeated with opposition. President Fritsch wants 
a recommendation at the June 1996 meeting concerning judging 
guidelines for exhibit awards from the exhibit committee chaired by 
Chairman John Kittredge, with members Arthur Fitts, Jan Dyroff, and Carl 
Lundquist. 

Exhibit Awards: It was voted to continue the plaque awards as is. It was 
voted to look into a future plaque in the shape of New England and to limit 
participation and awards to paid-up NENA members. It was also noted 
that to be successful there must be more competition, meaning more 
exhibits. It was recommended to have more judges, with the Annual 
Keynote Speaker as one of the judges. 

NENA Presence at Shows: President Fritsch presented the Board with 
a list of New England shows for the near future at which a NENA 
presence would be helpful. Al Jones reported that the NENA Information 
Table at the Mansfield Show was well-received. 

New Business: The Fitts Scholarship was discussed and President 
Fritsch read the letter form ANA representative James Taylor requesting 
NENA’s help in developing criteria. Among the suggestions put forward 
and to be used are the following: Member clubs present nominations; a 
person may nominate himself or herself; the final decision be by lot; 
criteria for getting into the lot --publish or have accepted for publication 
one item (NENA NEWS is looking for such items, particularly from first¬ 
time writers); exhibit at member club shows and/or NENA or ANA; lecture 


at local clubs, NENA, or ANA; member clubs nominate member who has 
done things for the club. (Note: article must be current, one year back, 
nominations must be presented to BNS by June 1997 BNS meeting, 
value of scholarship is $450.) 

(voted: ten-minute extension of meeting) 

NENA’s Role: does NENA want to perpetuate this award and help 
finance future awards, possibly matching the necessary airfare? 

Noted: NENA needs a legal advisor to assist Jon Melick. Next meetings: 
22 June 1996 and 27 July 1996. Meeting adjourned at 12:15 p.m.

PRESIDENT'S COMMENTS

Bob 
and the Board welcome your comments, and encourage you to become 
an active participant in your association.

A NUMISMATIC JOURNEY THROUGH SINGAPORE 
Parti: Coinage

[I just completed a globe-circling journey in support of the US Navy, which 
took me to Singapore, the United Arab Emirates, and Bahrain. This 
article is the first in a series reporting numismatic finds and general 
observations that I have made.] 

GETTING THERE: I boarded United Airlines in Boston early in the 
morning of 31 December 1995, bound west. Changed planes in LA, and 
celebrated New Year's someplace over the Pacific. While waiting for 
another plane change in Tokyo's Narita Airport, I had a bowl of osoba, 
soup with Chinese noodles. This was paid for with 50 and 100 Yen coins 
I had removed from world junk boxes over the years. The soup was 
expensive, Y600, which depleted my meager holdings of Japanese 
money. Of note, some of the Y50 coins I used (KM 75, KM76) were 
unknown to the cashier, even though they were in common circulation 
when I was stationed in Japan in the late 60's. I guess the new generation 
of Japanese are just as numismatically disadvantaged as ours (how's that 
for a politically correct buzzword?). 

The onward journey to Singapore was uneventful, the best kind of plane 
ride there is, except there wasn't an empty seat on the aircraft. Arrived at 
Singapore's Changai Airport just before midnight on 1 January 1996, and 
changed some money while waiting for my bags to appear at baggage 
claim. This late night service was well appreciated and indicative of how 
Singaporians conduct business. A friendly taxi-caller explained how to 
instruct the cab driver where I wanted to go, and I arrived at the Holiday 
Inn Park View somewhere around 1 a.m. 

The next morning saw me out bright and early (don't ask me how), and 
I changed more money. The exchange rate is around 1.39 S$ to the 
US$. Traveller's checks get a slightly lower exchange than greenbacks, 
which is directly opposite my experiences in Europe. 

The Republic of Singapore is a fascinating country located on an island 
of 247 square miles at the tip of the Malay peninsula, just over 1 degree 
north of the equator. It is characterized by a booming economy, friendly 
people, clean streets, and a very low crime rate. It boasts the third largest 
financial market in the world, surpassed only by New York and London. 
The people are a mix of Asiatic cultures, with ethnic Chinese the largest 
group, plus Malays, Indonesians, Indians, and indigenous people. The 
total population is about 2.8 million people. 


If you want to characterize Singapore in one word, that word must be 
"shopping." The place is rife with huge shopping complexes. My hotel 
was in the Orchard Road area, which is a two-mile long shopping area. 
A short distance away was a center with seven stories of consumer 
electronics. Even in the outer reaches of the island, shopping complexes 
abounded. Prices were generally advisory in nature, and haggling was 
expected. For instance, I got a nice Merlion (Singapore's logo, sort of like 
a mermaid but with a lion's head) statuette for S$6 when the sticker price 
was S$8. Many places are becoming fixed price, and that fact is 
prominently displayed throughout the store. All this adds up to a vibrant 
and exciting economy. 

In contrast, Singapore money is rather boring. The obverse carries the 
coat of arms of the country, while the reverse shows local flora with the 
denomination. 1985 was the earliest year found in circulation, so I guess 
the original coins of the Republic (1967-1985) were withdrawn. There 
was a modification in design in 1992: from 1985-1991 the obverse shield 
was taller than the supporting lions, while 1992-date the lions are taller 
than the shield. SCWC identifies the change as a difference in the 
ribbons below the shield. Oddly, I found no 1992 dated coins during my 
visit. All denominations circulate, and I got change down to 1 cent in the 
out-of-the-way places. Despite their common appearance, there was little 
confusion among denominations. Here are their descriptions: 

Common obverse - Coat of Arms consisting of a shield bearing five stars 
spaced around a central dot, above a crescent. Two lions flank the 
shield, and stand on a ribbon stating "MAJULAH SINGAPURA". 
Proportions of Coat of Arms were changed in 1992 as reported above. 
The date is immediately below. Around the rim is the name of the 
Republic in four languages, Tamil, Chinese, English, Malay (clockwise 
from top). 

1 cent - 16mm, 1.3 grams. Bronze (86-90) or Copper plated Zinc (91- 
date). Common obv. Rev shows large "1" and "ONE CENT" with the 
Vanda Miss Joaquim plant. KM49 (86-90) KM49b (91), KM98 (92-date). 
Plain edge. 

5 cents - 16.8mm, 1.6 grams. Aluminum-Bronze. Common obv. Rev 
shows "5", "FIVE CENTS", and Fruit Salad plant. KM50 (85-91), KM99 
(92-date). Reeded edge. 

10 cents - 18.5mm, 2.7 grams. Copper-Nickel. Common obv with ring 
of dashes around Coat-of-Arms. Rev shows "10", "TEN CENTS" and 
Star Jasmine plant. KM51 (85-91), KM100 (92-date). Reeded edge. 


20 cents - 21.4mm, 4.6 grams. Copper-Nickel. Common obv. Rev 
shows two denominations with Powder-puff plant. KM52 (85-91), KM101 
(92-date). Reeded edge. This was by far the most common minor coin 
received in change. 

50 cents - 24.6mm, 7.3 grams. Copper-Nickel. Common obv. Rev 
features the Yellow Allamanda plant with denominations. KM53.1 
(reeded edge, 85-88), KM53.2 (lettered edge, 89-91), KM102 (lettered 
edge, 92-date). Edge states "REPUBLIC OF SINGAPORE" and a 
stylized lion's head. 

1 dollar-22.6mm, 6.3 grams. Aluminum-Bronze, Common obv. Rev 
shows Periwinkle plant with "$1", "ONE DOLLAR" inside an eight-sided 
insert. KM54b (87-91), KM103 (92-date). Lettered (same as 50 cents) 
and reeded edge, much like the British round pound. The letters cut 
through the reeding. 

One of the things I like to do in foreign places is take a census of all coins 
that cross my palm. I normally go to the bank and get loads of change, 
but for various reasons it did not happen here. This survey makes no 
attempt to normalize the readings and is basically raw data. So here for 
your edification and enjoyment is...

BOOK REVIEW 



Standard Catalog of World Coins 1601-1700 by Chester L. Krause and 
Clifford Mishler. Krause Publications, lola, Wl. 

With this addition to the series, the Standard Catalog in all its varieties 
now covers the numismatic time line for just under four centuries. The 
seventeenth century volume is a worthy adjunct to its predecessors. 

The world map of the seventeenth century was as varied in its own way 
as is ours today. However, only a handful of the nations now instantly 
recognizable to us existed then in the same name. Such a change in 
geography can make it difficult for a collector to identify and evaluate a 




particular coin. For example, Germany and Italy were not whole entities 
but were, instead, loose agglomerations of dukedoms, principalities, city 
states, bishoprics, and the like. This new catalog cuts through this 
confusion and makes the organization of such areas clear. 

A good strength of this volume is its format. It looks like the other 
standard catalogs we are used to, and this consistency in presentation 
makes it easy to use. Which is no mean feat, considering the 
hodgepodge of denominations, rulers, and types one may encounter 
across the globe - from Boston (listed under, curiously and 
anachronistically, United States - Colonial - Massachusetts) with the 
products of Mr. Hall and his cohorts, to Burhanpur (see Mughal India). 

The greater part of this catalog is, as might be expected, devoted to 
western Europe. It takes 530 pages to cover from Denmark to Hungary, 
which is nearly half the listing pages in the book. Such a centralization 
does have a merit, in that most of the coins most people would try to 
identify are from Europe (or it colonies) and not the mysterious east. 

On balance, while compact, the section on China is well illustrated, with 
photographs and excellent line drawings -- and the same hold true for 
Japan, Korea and Annam. India, while not complete (missing a Mysore 
series), contains photographic representations of most of the coins listed; 
this is a great boon to the collector. 

What is also impressive about this volume is the ancillary information 
included in it, the legend abbreviations are extensive, as is the mint index 
and listing of coin denominations (such wonderful names for money - 
flitter, Korling, yefimok and zwolfer, for example). With this book, you’ve 
got the tools to help you slim down your box of certifiable whatsits (those 
coins you know you should be able to identify, but cannot). 

My personal litmus test of a catalog is to see if, through using it, I can 
figure out a coin that had been a “mystery.” My case in point was an 
unidentified small papal bronze. The information in this book enabled me 
to do a work-up on the piece in about five minutes - discerning the 
issuing pope, the date range and the denomination. It should work for 
you, too. 

Yet another plus, and a big one at that, is the fact that this catalog 
includes valuations for the listings. As far as I can tell, from checking the 
Standard Catalog values to recent auction and sales listings, the figures 
given are quite reasonable and a fair reflection of the market. 

This first effort at a comprehensive catalog of the seventeenth century 


gives great hopes for the future - that the availability of this work will stir 
more interest in the period, that such interest will generate more 
illustrations and entries in the catalog, and that more specialists will 
become involved and help expand the volume. 

Omissions noted are few and minor, mostly east of Suez, though one 
Spanish series and a couple of Caribbean counterstamps could be 
included. Any nits to pick are very small. 

In sum, this is an excellent work. It deserves to be in the library of every 
knowledgeable collector. I suspect that it will be a touchstone, a 
reference point for years to come. Senior editor Colin R. Bruce II and his 
dedicated staff are to be congratulated for a job well done.

John was a member of the American Numismatic Association 
Board of Governors in the 70's, and worked tirelessly to promote the ANA 
and its efforts to improve and strengthen our hobby. 

John truly lived up to the aims and purposes of the New England 
Numismatic Association as printed on the front of each issue of NENA 
NEWS. Our association, as well as all members of the numismatic 
community, has been enriched by John's presence, and we will miss him. 
We extend our condolences to his family. 



MINUTES OF THE JANUARY 11 NENA BOARD MEETING 


The regular meeting of the New England Numismatic Association Board 
of Directors convened at 10:15 a.m. Saturday 11 January 1996 in the 
Sterling Room of the Royal Plaza Hotel in Marlboro, MA with Vice 
President Carl Lundquist in the Chair in the absence of President Robert 
Fritsch who was excused and on an extended trip around the world. The 
following members were present: Vice President Lindquist, Treasurer 
Robert Anderson, Historian Jan Dyroff, and Board Members Jack Kiley 
and Bob Heath. The minutes of the 2 December 1995 meeting were 
read and approved. The Treasurer’s report for the 1995 year was read 
and discussed and voted. NENA had a good financial year, due in part 
to a successful 1995 convention. 

Correspondence: A letter from President Bob Fritsch sent to all board 
members concerning his absence and the death of Sylvia Johnson's 
husband was read. NENA membership card in ANA for 1996 was 
received. A letter to President Fritsch from Dr. Ron Milcarek enclosing a 
donation for the Young Numismatists and expressing thanks for “all the 
good work on this front” was read. President Fritsch’s reply thanking Dr. 
Milcarek for his donation and kind words was read. A letter dated 18 
December 1995 from Sylvia Johnson reporting the death of her husband, 
Dick, and expressing views on the uniface medal was read. 

There were no Show, Raffle, Advertising, or Souvenir reports. The 
medals report was read and accepted. 

It was voted unanimously to put all the possible 1996 medal designs 
before the board and vote on these possibilities, which included all those 
from last year and two late entries, as well as the entries sent to the board 
members. The reason for opening the choices was that there was very 
little enthusiasm for any of the original 1996 medal entries. With 
modifications, the medal design presented by Jan Dyroff depicting a 
standing Liberty figure similar to the standing Liberty quarter first coined 
in 1916, eighty years ago, was voted unanimously. Bob Heath was 
particularly pleased with the selection as a decision had to be made at 
this meeting in order to continue on schedule with the medal process. 

The next meeting of the NENA Board will be on 9 March with the following 
meeting scheduled for 11 May 1996. The meetings are scheduled for the 
same time and place as previous meetings. There being no further 
business, the meeting was adjourned at 11:32 a.m.

The New England Numismatic Association reserves the right to accept or reject any exhibit. 
An official application form must be submitted to the Exhibit Chairman of the Convention 

Exhibits are divided into three (3) groups: 

A. Competitive Exhibits - NENA members 18 years of age or older 

B. Non-competitive Exhibits 

C. Competitive Junior Exhibits - NENA members under 18 

Each Exhibitor may enter only one exhibit in Group A and/or Group C. The applicant will 
designate the exhibit classification, however, the Exhibit Chairman, after conference with the 
Exhibitor, may transfer the exhibit to the proper classification. 

Exhibitors shall not violate any government regulation or display forged, spurious, or 
counterfeit material unless displayed in Group B for educational purposes and so identified. 

The identity of the Exhibitor will not appear in the exhibit. Each Exhibitor must place his own 
exhibit (unless non-competitive) and all exhibited material must be the personal property of 
the Exhibitor. Exhibitors will not be in the exhibit area during judging. Cases on display shall 
not be opened at any time during the convention. 

Exhibitors may not enter the same, or substantially the same, exhibit that has previously been 
judged and awarded a First Place at a previous NENA convention, unless in Class B, Non¬ 
competitive. The same material may, however, be re-exhibited as a competitive exhibit 
provided it has been completely changed in nature from the previous competitive exhibit. 

Each exhibitor will be limited to no more than three (3) standard size cases. NENA will 
provide one (1) case when requested with the application. 

Any person who is a NENA member in good standing and who submits an application to 
exhibit by the stated deadline will be eligible to exhibit 

The New England Numismatic Association, the convention committee, and/or the meeting 
facility shall not be responsible for any loss, damage, or injury that may occur to Exhibitors 
or their property from any cause whatsoever, prior, during or subsequent to the period of the 
convention, and the Exhibitor expressly releases the above named entities from, and agrees 
to indemnify same and hold harmless against any and all claims from such loss, damage or 
injury. 

The Exhibitor agrees to abide by all rules and regulations of the convention and meeting 
facility. These conditions shall not be varied.

Women’s Lib

For several years I have had a small coin of Livonia, and 
I never bothered to research it until recently. Livonia is a former 
province of Russia. It is now partly in Latvia and partly in 
southern Estonia. It was owned by Poland until 1628 AD when 
it then became owned by Sweden until 1720. 

The obverse of the coin reads, “CHRISTINA D. G. R.,” 
around a crowned “C” which has a sheaf inside. The reverse 
reads, “LIVONIA,” which appears to be outside the Coat of 
Arms of Sweden in the center and the date (16)53. The coin, 
which appears to be copper with perhaps a silver wash, is thin 
and 15 mm in diameter. 

Christina was bom on December 8, 1626, and she died 
on April 19, 1689. Her father. King Gustavus II Adolphus of 
Sweden, was killed in battle when she was only six years old; and 
she was proclaimed the queen-elect. A regent was elected to mle 
until she reached the age of 18. Christina’s mother was incapable 
of caring for her so she was educated in a manner that befitted a 


male heir to the throne. In 1644, on her 18th birthday, she was 
proclaimed the “king, but she abdicated in 1654 in favor of her 
cousin, Charles X Gustav. 

Unusual as this may be for a woman to be proclaimed a 
“king”, there are similar instances in history. Hatshepsut, who was 
bom around 1520 BC, was the daughter of Thutmose I, the 
pharaoh of Egypt. She co-ruled with her half brother until he died 
in 1504 BC In 1503 BC she herself was crowned as “pharaoh.” 
She dressed in full pharaohic regalia including a false beard that 
was traditionally worn only by a king. She so enjoyed her position 
that she maintained it until her death in 1483 BC. 

Empress Wu, the only woman ever to mle China, became 
empress in 683 AD A master of court intrigue, she defeated all her 
rivals; and after ruling through puppets, she assumed the title of 
“emperor” in 690 AD Wu held power until 705 when she was 
finally supplanted at age 80. 

Louis I, king of Hungary and Poland, and his wife 
Elizabeth of Poland had two daughters, Maria, the elder and 
Jadwiga. Louis died on September 10, 1382, and Maria was 
elected “king of Hungary.” The Poles, however, opted to end the 
personal union between Hungary and Poland by choosing Jadwiga 
as their queen although she was only a nine year old child. On 
October 15, 1384, Jadwiga was crowned as “REX” or “KING” 
on Poland. When Jadwiga married Jagiello, Grand Duke of 
Lithuania in 1386, she relinquished her title of “REX” to be 
“queen.” 

Perhaps there are other instances where a woman has been 
proclaimed “King” or “EMPEROR!”

that the first United States cents to be produced at a branch mint 
were stmck at New Orleans in 1838? When the New Orleans mint 
opened in 1838, the mint officials stmck a dozen or so large cents 
while they were testing their new equipment. Unfortunately none 
of these cents bore a mint mark, and they were indistinguishable 
from their Philadelphia mint sisters. The first officially issued 
branch min t cents were stmck at the San Francisco mint in 1908. 



ARTHUR AND PRUE FITTS NUMISMATIC 
SCHOLARSHIP 


Arthur and Prudence Fitts have established a full scholarship for 
an adult collector from New England to the ANA Summer 
Se min ar in 1997, July 12 - 18. The scholarship includes tuition, 
class materials, room, and board. The student must pay for 
transportation costs to and from Colorado Springs, the location 
of the seminar. 

It is the desire of the Committee to award this scholarship to a 
collector who will benefit from it, one who has shown a 
commitment to numismatics in New England. It is also our 
desire that all applicants have an equal opportunity to win the 
award. It is with these goals in mind that we establish the 
criteria for awarding the scholarship as follows: 

1. The winner of the scholarship will be determined by a 
random drawing of all eligible applicants. The drawing 
will be held at the March 1997, meeting of the Boston 
Numismatic Society. The winner must accept the 
scholarship within seven days of notification. If for 
some reason that person cannot attend the Seminar, a 
second (and subsequent) name will be drawn and have 
the same response time. The scholarship will be 
awarded to the first person to firmly commit to 
attendance. Transportation to and from Colorado 
Springs is the responsibility of the winner. 

2. The period of eligibility shall be between 1 January 
1996 and 1 March 1997. An applicant may become 
eligible for this award in any one of four ways: 

a. Publish a numismatic article in a local, regional, 
or national numismatic periodical. Enclose a 
copy of the article as published. If a submitted 
article has not been published by the deadline, a 


statement of Intent to Publish from the 
periodical is sufficient to meet eligibility. The 
editors of NENA News are willing to publish any 
and all articles submitted, and shall give the 
necessary certifications. 

b. Enter a competitive numismatic exhibit in a 
local, regional, or national numismatic 
competition. Judges’ scoring sheets or a 
statement from the sponsor of the competition 
are sufficient proof of exhibit. The annual 
NENA Conference and Convention is an 
excellent venue for exhibits, and certification 
shall be automatic. 

c. Make a numismatic presentation to a local, 
regional, or national numismatic group. Talks to 
local clubs present excellent opportunities to 
establish eligibility, which must be certified by 
club officers. 

d. Those who cannot become eligible by any of the 
three means above may be nominated by any 
numismatic club in New England. Each of these 
clubs may nominate one and only one person for 
the award. It is recommended by the Committee 
that clubs do not nominate a person who is 
eligible by any of the other means. 

This competition is open to all collectors of coins, 
medals, tokens, other exonumia, and paper money who 
live in New England. Proof of eligibility is the 
responsibility of the applicant. 

To enter, fill out the entry form, obtain the applicable 
proofs) of eligibility, and send it to:

that only four of the five 1913 Liberty Head nickels can now be 
located? On March 9, 1962, coin dealer George O. Walton was 
killed in an automobile crash. It was believed that Walton, who often 
took coins on consignment from wealthy clients, was carrying the 
piece at the time of the accident. This nickel, which has been 
described as a ‘fticked Unc.,” once belonged to the R. J. Reynolds 
family. Despite considerable publicity this 1913 Liberty nickel has 
never surfaced.

that issuing a twenty cent piece or “double dime” was first 
considered in 1790s? During that period a debate arose as to 
whether the denomination between the dime and the half dollar 
should be a quarter dollar or a twenty cent piece. Although quarter 
or “two bits” had its roots in the Spanish monetary system, the 
twenty cent piece was more consistent with our decimal coinage 
system. In the end the quarter was selected. This debate was one of 
the reasons for the gap in the quarter dollar series between 1796 
and 1804 during which the mint did not issue any 25 cent pieces. 








A NUMISMATIC JOURNEY THROUGH BAHRAIN 
(c) copyright 1996 by Robert F. Fritsch 

[Author’s Note: I just completed a globe-circling journey in 
support of the US Navy, which took me to Singapore, the United 
Arab Emirates, and Bahrain. This article is the fourth and final in 
a series reporting numismatic finds and general observations that 
I have made.] 

I got back from Dubai fairly late and very tired, so I went 
straight to my rack. As was my habit, I got up at 0400, cleaned 
up, and went to the workcenter to write my final report. I was to 
be helo'd out that day, but did not know the schedule. Imagine 
my surprise when I stopped by the helo hanger to find that I was 
on the first flight, leaving in about 20 minutes from now! It was 
a mad scramble to shove everything into my bags and get a flight 
briefing before boarding. Luckily I had plenty of help as the word 
got out and the friends I had made aboard came by to wish me 
well. Even the ship's captain came to the helo deck to say 
goodbye. It was quite a nice sendoff. 

For those who have never helo'd off the deck of a ship, I must 
say it is a unique experience. The engines start and idle for several 
minutes until the engines get up to temperature. The deck crew 
then removes the umbilical and the restraints, the engines are 
brought to max and ZOOP! we are hovering 20 feet over the 
deck. Away we went to fly at 1500 feet over the Arabian Gulf to 
Bahrain, about a two hour flight. There wasn't much to see 
except a few oil platforms and some fishin g vessels. I did not see 
any supertankers along the way, but I'm sure some were around 
someplace close by. 

Upon landing in Bahrain, I was pretty much cast adrift. 
Thanks to some friendly sailors, I got a ride to the Administrative 
Support Unit (ASU), which is the Navy's headquarters in the 
Arabian Gulf. My first chore was to find the visa broker so I 
could leave the country legally (the best way). Unfortunately, I 
do not remember the gentleman's name, but I gave him my 
passport and $30 for the visa fee, and was to meet him at the 
airport that evening. In retrospect, it may have been rather foolish 


to do that, but since he was a base employee, I felt rather safe in 
doing so. 

The next item of business was to get some money changed. I 
found the change bureau on base and cashed in a wad of UAE 
Dirhams for Bahraini Dinar. That's why I came away with only one 
UAE 10 Dirham note. I told the money changer that I was a 
collector and wanted several examples of each coin available. This 
request is usually met with disdain, but fortunately for me this 
gentleman was also a collector. It took a while as several 
customers were served while he dug through his safe and change 
drawer. In the end I got about 10 of each denomination/date (with 
two exceptions) and a few banknotes. He did cash a traveller's 
check for me. 

The exchange rate is about US$2.65 per Dinar. However, 
Bahraini money is unusual as the Dinar is divided into 1000 Fils, 
instead of 100 units as most currencies do. This makes 100 Fils 
(the largest circulating coin) nearly equivalent to the UAE Dirham 
(about 27 cents US). In fact, that was the exchange rate I got, 
which was slightly to the moneychanger's advantage. The coins 
come in two sets: 1965 and 1992. The 1965s all have the same 
design, a palm tree, Arabic inscription, and dual date (Arabic and 
western) on the obverse, denomination and country name on the 
reverse. The 1992s have the denomination on the reverse with a 
changing design the obverse. Here are the particulars of each coin: 

No 1 Fils coins were found. 

5 Falus, KM2, 1965, 18.5mm, 2.0gm, Bronze. 

5 Fils, KM 16, 1992, 19.0mm, 2.5gm, Brass. Palm Tree obv. 

10 Falus, KM3, 1965, 23.6mm, 4.8gm, Bronze. 

10 Fils, KM 17, 1992, 20.9mm, 3.4gm, Brass. Palm Tree obv. 

25 Fils, KM 18, 1992 19.9 mm , 3.6gm, CuNi. Ancient painting obv. 

50 Falsan, KM5, 1965, 19.9mm, 3.1gm, CuNi. 

50 Fils, KM19, 1992, 21.8mm, 4.5gm, CuNi. Sailboats obv. 


100 Fils, KM6, 1965, 24.9mm, 6.4gm, CuNi. 

100 Fils, KM20, 1992, 23.8mm, 6.0gm. Brass ring, CuNi core. 

Bahraini shield obv. Also dated 1995 (unlisted in SCWC). 

Also, the 1992 coins have a small mark right after the western 
date that looks like a circle on a stick. This mark appears on Saudi 
coinage, and I have always characterized it as a sword. That it is 
a mint or privy mark is obvious, but SCWC has never 
characterized it. If it is a mintmark, then these coins were most 
likely struck at the Saudi mint. 

One major question arising from this inventory is: Were these 
coins produced in multiple years with a frozen date, or were the 
1965 mintages sufficient until 1992? With the limited samples 
available, I could not tell if there were a narrow or wide range of 
grades in circulation. The 1965 5 Falus coin I have still has mint 
luster, but that may be because they don't circulate. 

After having a quick slider (hamburger) at the base geedunk 
(snack bar), I found the base travel agency which was in another 
building about 2 miles from the ASU. They had been expecting me 
as the Personnelman on the ship had told them I was co min g I got 
my tickets and seat assignment all cleared, then tried to check into 
the Transient Hotel. They were full, so I foimd the local Holiday 
Inn for a short rest until it was time to meet the visa broker at the 
airport. I used the time to rearrange my bags and to examine the 
paper money. On the obverse of all notes I examined, the 
watermark area is to the left and contains an outline map of 
Bahrain. The watermark is an oryx (long homed antelope). The 
Bahraini shield is center with Arabic inscriptions above and below. 
The security thread shows as dashed lines just right of center. The 
right vignette shows some aspect of Bahraini life. The serial 
number is down the left side with each digit larger than the one 
above it. The denomination is in Arabic in UL and LR positions. 
Ornate scrollwork is in the background, with an exact register 
design matching one on the reverse. The reverse has issuing 
agency (Bahrain Monetary Authority) and denomination in 
English, and shows a scene from the country.

After a much needed rest and a good dinner, I proceeded to the 
airport to reclaim my passport with visa and to get my 11PM 
departing flight. They say it rains only five days per year there, so 
it rained while I was waiting in the terminal. Bahrain levies a 3 
Dinar Airport Fee to pass through customs, and the one Dinar note 
I had in my passport was missing when the officer returned my 
passport to me. I flew KLM (which also had a Northwest Airlines 
flight number) to Amsterdam with a quick loading stop in Kuwait. 
I didn't get off the airplane there so cannot "claim" it as a country 
visited. I spent the four hour layoverat the Schipol (Amsterdam’s 
airport) in the Business Class Lounge which offered food and 
comfortable chairs, then boarded a Northwest flight (which also

was about 27 hours. 

One last item to wrap this journey, and that's the coin census 
for Bahrain. I do not consider this a valid census because of the 
way I got the coins -- I only got a few from circulation and they 
were mostly 100 Fils. The rest were from the money changer.
